LONDON, July 16—Midnight.—In 
the Commons to-night the considera- 
tion of the Irish Church bill was con- 
tinued. Gladstone the 
amendment granting half a million 
pounds for private endowments made 
prior to 1816, but moved to disagree 
to the provision of a continuation of 
the Ulster grants.

Editors Appeal; Being a constant 
reader of your valuable journal, I feel 
a little hurtin the mannerin which 
my name was made use of in Sun- 
day’s issue, in the Fenton and Galvin 
murder case. I have the same opin- 
ion now as I had at twelve o’clock at 
night, when the verdict was returned 
into Court. Now, sirs, if you will 
recollect and form some comparison 
in the twocases of the murder of Capt. 
Perry and Officer Fenton, I think you 
will find a wide difference, as unfor- 


tunately | was picked up and 
geryved on both juries. One mur- 
der was committed at mid- 
night in the act of 


robbery,

| Goyernor Senter ang J ask him to 


THE CAMPAICN. 


Senter and Stokes at the Dunn Park 
Yesterday--Lively Discussion. 
The Bald Eagle Plucked. 


The two eandidates for ‘‘ju-berna- 
torial’? honors, as_ the on. Mr. 
Stokes elegantly and classically calls 
it, met yesterday in pursuance of the 
regular pubic for the canvass, 


and held a public discussion of their 
relative claims as candidates upon the 
people. 

The place set for the discussion was 
James’ Park, and the time three 
o’clock, but on going to. that place at 
the appointed hour, this reporter 
found that the proprietor of the Park 
positively refused to allow the affair 
to proceed on his grounds, and the 
crowd had been compelled to adjourn 
to the Dunn place, (about two hun- 
dred yards further from town, on 
Vance street extended.) 

Here at quarter past three o’clock 
we found about one hundred and fiity. 
personsassembled, mostly white men, 
and among them some of our best cit- 
izens. A circular round of seats had 
been prepared for about this number, 
and a stand erected in the centre. 
The candidates and their friends were 
in an adjacent house waiting for the 
crowd to assemble in greater force, 
but when four o’clock came and there 
was very slim prospect of further ac- 
cessions, it was determined to pro- 
ceed to business. 

After much preliminary palaver the 
two pugilists were brought out of the 
house, their bottle-holders, spongers, 
ete., following in Indian file. The 
crowd looked at them admiringly but 
didn’t cheer much—not being com- 
‘posed of the material that cheered 
that kind of cattle. Gen. Patterson, 
who seemed to be ring master,. 
mounted the “rostrum” and an- 
nounced that the arrangements that 
had been agreed upon between the 
two candidates were that the ‘ Bald 
Eagle’’ shouid eg first for two 
hours, Senter to follow for a like time 
Stokes to reply for halfan hour and 
Senter to make a like time—making 
in all five hours—a pleasant prospect, 
truly, for all hands. | 

We will not attempt to follow either 
the speakers through their remarks, 
for they were simply a repetition of 
what they have said time and again 
since the canvass commenced. 

The Bald Eagle was first trotted for- 
ward and puton the stand. He ex- 
plained by way of preface that he was 
acandidate for jubernatorial honors, 
and that his opponent, a very worthy 
and distinguished man, the present 
acting Governor, was his opponent. 
He declared that he was the duly 
nominated candidate of the Conven- 
tion held in Nashville on the 22d of 
May, and to prove it, read a letter 
signed by Sugar Hamilton and Ed. 
Shaw declaring him so. Heinformed 
the assemblage that they were honor- 
able gentlemen—one piece. of news 
anyway. 

After a little further and prelimi- 
nary historical sparring, the Eagle 
spread wide his pinions and soared off 
into the ethereal realms of oratory, 
recounting sereatim the various points 
and phases of the contest up to the 
present discussion. 

He first took up the Chicago platform, 
and maintained that he was ‘far and 
squar’’ on it, and that his competitor 
was not to be found there, for there is 
nothing of ‘‘ universal suffrage’’ in 
that platform. He claimed the pater- 
nity of the fifteenth amendment, and 
showéd most conclusively that the 
only universal suffrage in it was 
universal suffrage for the negro, but 
not for the white man. Grant 
was on this platform and Congress 
was on it, and they were his’ friends, 
and not Senter’s. 

His competitor, meanwhile, took 
his seat at the foot of the rostrum and 
quietly listened to the excoriation 
which the ‘* Bald ’un’”’ commenced to 
administer, and continued for two 
long hours. 

The ‘‘Eagle’’ then passed to the 
question of taxation and_ suffrage, 
maintaining that the negroes now 
having the privileges of the white 
man, should bear a portion of his bur- 
thens. In this the herg was sound, 
and elicited the first applause, or ap- 
proach to it, that had yet greeted hiu, 
This, of course, proceeded from the 
whites, and made the darkys’ jaws 
drop. The clause in the Constitution 
exempting free colored persons from 
payment of poll-tax, etc., to be ren- 
dered null and void by the fourteenth 
amendment. 

This disposed of, thespeaker reached 
the all absorbing and all ‘important 
question—the franchise. He tooku 
his own position first, and Senter’s 
afterward. Asfor himself he said, he 
had always been liberal on this point, 
He had always voted for removing 
the disabilities from all who came for- 
ward and asked it. Theaudience had 
heard a great deal he said about an 
answer that he had made on the sub- 
ject of universal suffrage, when asked, 
in the outset of the canvass—that ‘‘he 
was not, never had been, and in all 

robability never will be in favor of 

t.”’ When men become law-abiding, 
he might be, He had presented peti- 
tions from the humblest privates and 
the highest officers for relief, and had 
voted for them in every instance that 
he was asked to do so. In acting thus 
he was the man who had made the 
first move toward practically re- 
moving the disabilities, and break the 
ehains of the disfranchised classes. 
And I wasdoing this,’’ said the Bald 
Eagle of the Mountains, ‘‘ while my 
competitor was for keeping them fast 
bound, For four long years, as Speak- 
er of the House, President 6f the Sen- 
ate and as Governor, he has held you 
down, and kept your shackles on you, 
with Brownlow’s militia to back him. 
My competitor is now being lionized 
by the disfranchised men, who but a 
short time since he was menacing 
with, and upon whom he had guar- 
tered the militia. He boasts that he 
is Governor, and that his power is ab- 
solute. If he was so great a friend 
of the disfranchised, why didn’t 
he, when he was waited on by the 
best men of Giles and Maury and 
other counties and petitioned to re- 
move the militia, when they urged 
on him that they were at peace, that 
they were law abiding citizens, why,I 
say, didh’t he remove the militia and 
disband them? What use were 
they? ”’ 

This wasa home thrust at Senter, 
and bore considerable weight with it, 
and the hero of the Calf killer was not 
slow to perceive it. He went on.° 
** We stood up in the right of the 
night of the 20th of May, before he 
had his rebel friends around him. It. 
was before the conyéntion, and he 
was a candidate for nomination in the 
convention. On this very subject | 
of enfranchising rebels, he _ said 
the time might come, when 
in his opinion the rebels might 
be trusted with the ballot, but the 
time was along way off. To trust 
them with it now would be to break 
up and destroy the Republican party.”’ 
I read this the next morning, and I 
said to myself, Senter’s head is [evel. 
It would break up the Republican 
party that had saved the country. On 
the Sth of June, fifteen days after- 
ward, in a publie speech at Nashville 
he said “I will go this far, I will say 
if 1am elected I will recommend the 
removal of all disabilities from my 
disfranchised fellow-citizens.”’. Now 
I want to know and upon 

tell 


us what was that worked this 
wonderful charge in him. I have 
asked him every day since we have 
been on this canvass and . not: 
until tho other day at Humboldt has 
he vouched me an answer. He then‘: 
said that he had taken his position af- 


opposite of mine. Look at that, fel- | 
low-citizens! If had come out in 
favor of universal suffrage heas good 
as says that he would have opposed it. 
No, sirs! he never would have taken 
that position if it hadn’t been for me. 
I smoked him out of his hole and 
laid the cato’ninetails upon his back 
until he came out and showed his 
hand. [Laughter from the darkies, 
and a voice, Dat’s so!] Suppose I 
had declared for enfranchising every- 
body? You would have been blessed 
with his militia by the thousand and 
hundred thousand.”’ 

Vhat famous tive dollar bill was 
next trotted out and the story told of 
how it was won from him by Senter, 
with which all of our readers are now 
familiar. ‘‘ There was a paper,’’ said 
the warrior’? in Nashville, that was 
flying my name at its masthead. The 
Senter party wanted it, ,and they 
went to work and bought it, paying 
$16,000 for it, and here I buy their 
candidate for five! (Laughter.) I 
am not as fast a fighter, gentlemen, as 
he is, but I will be tound ‘right 
there’ at all times.’’ 

The speaker then got back to the 
question of the best means of relieving 
the disfranchised rebels, and insisting 
that he was the only true and simon 
pure, ‘‘ginuine”’ friend they had. 
He had_ relieved Pike, Foote 
and others, and even Senter 
was indebted to him for his pardon, 
and he ought, therefore, to be the last 
man to attack him for it. The time 
that it would take to enfranchise was 
next discussed, and allusion made to 
Senter’s savage declaration about the 
Democratic party. 

The Duncan letter was next taken 
up, and the Bald Eagle,’’ in his de- 
fense for having written it, stated that 
it was written in 1861—eight years ago. 
‘* He’ll read it to you,’’ said he, ‘Sand 
make great to do over it. I wrote'that 
in the excitement of the time, -and 
have since seen’the error of my ways. 
The moment_I saw that there was 
only one alternative left between go- 
ing with Jeff. Davis on the one side to 


break up the Government, or 
Abe Lincoln and the stars and 
stripes, I made up my _ mind,” 


But where was Senter when that let- 
ter was written, and long after it? 
Where was he after the fall of Donald- 
son? Ha! How about the Bank of 
Tennessee and the school fund? Oh 
my Senter! come up and tell us all 
about it! Tell us about your advice to 
Gov. Harris to movethe bank and its 
funds. Steve Matthews tells a queer 
story about you, my Senter, at that 
time. After the fall of Donaldson 
there was a mighty dust kicked up in 
Nashville by the rebels getting away. 
There was a consultation going on in 
the bank building as to what was to 
be done. You all know the door in 
the basement of the building, that is 
heavily weighted to make it shut to 
after anybody that passes through. 
Well, this here consultation was a go- 
ing on, .and somebody _ pressed 
through that door and _ let it 
slam. They heard it, and Senter 
jumps upand says, *‘ My God! let’s 
»e agoin’! Grant’s a shellin’ the 
town!”? and with that they all put. 

Andso he went on theend, the 
most of his speech being the same that 
we have so often seen. On thefinance 
question he wanted to know how the 
public debt had increased from $16,- 
000,000 to $40,000,000. On the railroad 
Receivers he was particularly heavy 
and accused Senter of having his anc 
Brownlow’s relatives in those posi- 
tions to the detriment of the Siate 
to theamount of hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars. He accused Dr. 
Pearne, editor ofthe Knoxville HVAig, 
of having been allowed to abstract 
$28,000, for lobying for the railroad 
ring which he denoynced as a stupen- 
dous fraud. 

In conclusion the Bald Eagle smooth- 
etl down his ruffled teathers, and 
—— sweet on the audience, which 

ad listened to him throughout in 
respectful silence. He told them that 
they might not be doing any better 
by selecting him as their candidate, 
instead of Senter, but they certainly 
could do no worse. [Laughter.} Both 
are perhaps ebjectiQgghie all over the 
and, and jbette en than either 
might easily be <4 (Cries of “that’s | 
so.”’ 

At the close of his remarks the dar- 
kies tried to getup a cheer but failed, 
one big buck alone responding. The 
fuint yells, for they were not cheers, 
were drowned by ashout that made 
the weikin ring, again and again re- 
peated, when Senter made his ap- 
pearance, _ Before he commenced to 
Mr. Comer stepped forward on 
the stand and proposed three checrs 
for ‘Senter and universal suffrage,’’ 
which were given with a vim that as- 
tonished him, the crowd meanwhile 
having been augmented by continu- 
ous arrivals and numbering at six 
o’clock at least six hundred men. 

: SENTER’S SPEECH 
Was liké iia opponent’s, much of ita 
repetition of What he has said almost 
every where else during tle canyass. 
It was, however, well received, and ; 
he was cheered or applauded at almost 
every sentence, He opened somewhat 
as follows: Fellow-Citizens—I come 
before you as stranger, under 
peculiar circumstances, and as a can- 
didate for the office of Governor, the 
highest office within the gift 
of the people of the State. ‘he 
circumstances under which I stand be- 
fore you have a tendency to embarrass 
me.wlam here as an opponent of a 
man that has made his mark in the 
State (Laughter,) one that is known 
as an old stager, a most wiry and in- 
defatigable stumper; one who has won 
for himself several highsounding titles 
and appellations among which are the 
Bald eat of the Mountains (Laugh- 
ter,) the hero of the headwaters of the 
“Calf Killer.”’ (Cheers and laughter.) 
‘We can take either appellation he 
pleases, but there is one thing that is 
vertain, he can out dodge any didapper 
that ever you shot at in your life.” 
(Laughter. ) | 

The Governor then spoke in glow- 
ing terms of the appearance of the 
country, the crops, ete., and paid a 
well-deseryed and beautiful tribute to 
the whalebone and steel’ qualities 
of resuscitation of the people of his 
State. He spoke of his youth, and 
said that he was probably the young- 
est applicant for gubernatorial honors 
that ever ran in Tennessee. 

Passing rapidly over. the accus- 
tomed introductory, in answer to the 
claims of Stokes to being the regular 
nominee of the Convention, he gave 
@ most graphic and lucid (if such a 
thing were possible) account of that 
famous Conyention on the 20th of 
May, at the conclusion of which he 
pronounced Stokes’ claims to be bosh, 
and his statements falsehoods. He 
declared that the Bald Eagle was a 
monamaniac on the subject of becom- 
ing Governor of Tennessee, but 
thought that his ruling passion was 
not déstined to be gratitied this time. 
He characterized the Convention that 
Stokes claims to have been nominated 
by as a peripatetic itinerant affair, | 
lugged around in the breeches pocket 
of Sugar Hamilton. (Cries of * Hit 
him again!’’) Stokes, its hero and 


nominee, was a traitor to the Repub- 
lican party, and to eyery party, as he 
was to every cause and eyery man 
that had ever trusted him, 

We have, however, not the space or 
time to give his address in full, and 
must pass on to the main features 
wherein it differed from his former 
efforts. The Duncan letter was again 
brought forward and_ discussed. 
Among other charges that Stokes had 
made in regard to it was that it was 
a private note toa friend. This Gov. 
ope was a s uesting Mr. Duncan

should explain how he got out of the 
army.

That 
was at the battle of Lavergne, when 
Stokes thought he sawa_ safe place 
and was making for it, but it so hap- 
pened thata party of rebels had al- 
ready got itand were in ambuscade 
there. As soonas the hero of the 
Calf killer came near enough they 
poured in a fire upon his troops and 
he incontinently fled. 

The franchise question, the great 
question that Mr. Senter declares, and 
truly so, to underlie and overlie all 
others, was handled by him in the 
manner already so well known to our 
readers. He pronounced himself un- 
qualifiedly in favor of universal suf- 
trage, and discussed the means for its 
immediate extension—all of which 
has been previously published in the 
APPEAL. 

On the subject of Registrars and reg- 
istration the speaker appealed to the 
audience tosay ifhe had not performed 
agreat work in the last six weeks.

The Report to the Judge of the 
Municipal Court. 


An Able and Comprehensive Docu- 
ment. 


To the Hon. G. W. Waldran, Judyve of 
the Municipal Court ef Memphis: 
We, the Grand Jurors, empannelled 

and sworn for the June term of your 

Honorable Court, would respectfully 

state. While the laws has wisely pro- 

vided that no one shall be lightly de- 
prived of his liberty or life, it has with 
equal wisdom provided that he who 
would contemplate the commission of 
crime shall be deterred therefrom by 
the knowledge of sure and speedy 
punishment. We think that with the 
experience our county has gone 
through in the last month, that 
rogues and rascals will steer clear of 
our city. Never has there been a time 
in several years, that so great a num- 
ber of convicts have been sent to our 
penitentiary. We only hope our 
courts may continue tobe prompt and 
efficient in the prosecution of those 
who violate our laws there, 
\ WORK HOUSE NEEDED. 

There is nothing needed so much as 

a Work House. All youthfal offenders 

black and white, are now sent to jail 

indiscriminately ; no chance for reform 
and at a heavy expense to our already 
overburdened tax-payers. 
INMATES OF THE COUNTY JAIL.

TOO MANY JUSTICES OF THE PEACE. 
One of the greatest curses with 

Which we are afflicted is the great 

number of Justices of the Peace and 

their swarm of satellites in the shape 

of deputy constables. With near thirty 

magistrates and one hundred deputy 

constables it is a wonder that our city 

is not worse off. There are some few 

exceptions to thisstatement, howeyer. 
THE COUNTY JAIL, 


the new county jail, and find it, in 
every respect, in. a good condi- 
tion. It is clean and well discip- 
lined, properly conducted. 
In regard to the building itself, 
having stood nearly two years, 
we are enabled to speak more crit- 
ically than we could on its first com- 
pletion. This lapse of time would be 
sufficient to show defective work, 
faulty and insufficient foundations, 
bad masonry and irregular work; but, 
after a close examination, we find it 
in a good state of preseryation, prov- 
ing, in our minds, that where, as a 
general thing in such buildings, the 
»roper stability of the work is neg- 
ected, in,this case great caré and su- 
pervision has been taken, which re- 
flects great credit on the architect in 
charge. 

We notice that the Board of County 
Commissioners are having flagging 
laid down in the area of the cell 
building, (instead of brick, first laid 
down)—a commendable inyprove- 
ment—and on inquiring why it was 
not originally laid down, we find that 
in the original specification of the ar- 
chiteect, Mr. James B. Cook, it was 
specified to be done, and in these 
words: ‘“* Flagging to be laid not less 
than four inches thiek, sawed on both 
sides and dwessed on the edges, laid in 
courses and well grouted with hot ce- 
ment—the whole to be laid on 
a firm bed—to be laid in basement, 
big hall and whole vacant space 
of cell building.’? We tind that the 
‘original Commissioners for the work 
ordered. a certain amendment, that 
section 34, pavement of birck instead 
of stone flagging, which never ought 


We find it the custom in all* build- 
ings of this character, that it is the 
business of the engineer of the jail, 
With his assistants, to do all the need- 
ed repairs in and about. the building, 
such as gas fitting and plumbing, 
and iron work generally, and we ecan- 
not see why in this case the envineer 


stead of employing outside assistance, 
thereby inereasing jail expenses. The 
-yentilator of the jail we tind most ex- 
cellent, proving the plan adopted by 
the architect perfect. 

In regard to security, there can be 
no question on that point, and be- 
lieve the guards unnecessary. The 
jail (except its cost) has well proven 
ate up to this time, to be a credit 
q the county of Shelby, and an honor 
to the architect, James B. Cook. 

The prisoners look well, Semecom- 
plaint was made which might be ex- 
pected. We found one hundred pris- 
oners confined, for various cffences. 
During the month of June, we find 
that there were admitted, upon yari- 
ous charges, twenty-three whites and 
fifty-two colored persons. 

From the amounts appropriated by 
the County Commissioners tor guards 
for the jai} and other expenses, it is 
certainty aevery costiy establishment 
to our county. | 

FEEDING PRISONERS. 

The county still pays the same price, 
fifty cents 
prisoners. (We think forty cents a 
day, the old price,-is sufficient), asthe 
only way we ever expect to get out of 
debt is to reduce Our expenses. We 
certainly know of no better place than 
to suggest a commeneement at the 
jail. 

UNAUTHORIZED EXPENDITURES. 


We find the County Commissioners 
are paying, or at least are making ap- 
propriations, for various officés, in- 
cluding guards of the jail; also for 
fuel that is used about the jail, and 
other appropriations too numerous to 
mention, that we are of the opinion 
that the law would not sustain them. 
We are glad to see that proceedings 
have been commenced, and hope they 
will be continued, until all matters 

rtaining to our cotinty affairs shall 

e overhauled, and those who have 
committed the wrongs be brought to 


justice. 


NO RETURNS FROM M AGISTRATES, 


We. find upon an examination of 
the Trustee’s report that but few Mag- 
istrates have made reports of State 
cases or fines collected, the law re- 
quiring them to report the collection 
of all fines monthly. 

CONCLUSION. | 

After a protracted session of more 
than a month, and after investi- 
rating a great many minor of- 
enses, we now draw our labors: 
to a close by returning our thanks 
to your Honor, the Attorney General 
and officers of the Court; also to the 
Jailor and deputies for attentions 
shown us at the jail. All of which is 
respectfully submitted.

Woods is confined on the charge of 
having murdered one Daniel Tucker, 
also a negro, and it is thoight* that 
fears as to the final result has unset- 
tled his mind, hence the attempt to 
take his own life.
